Through an arrangement 
with the French government these 
cemeteries have been pstahllshed and 
will be under fhe control of thp Unit 
cd State* government. Uniform plan* 
for them have been adopt.il F.ach one 
I* to be snrround.sl hy a white fence, 
the paths are to lie gravelled and. aa 
already noted, there Is to bp a cross 
at thp bead of each grave, which I* 
to bp the teinporury marker. It Is the 
Intention of fhe government taler to 
provide a slime for each grave. 

The commission of fine art* recently 
sent Its president. Charles Mnnre. to 
France to Inspect the work of the 
graves commission, and Mr. Moore re- 
tained that everything Is progressing 
In a most satisfactory way He says 
the locations of the cemeteries are 
excellent and that the care given to 
the graves Is Increasingly g.aal and 
that the plans which are being devel 
oped are such as will make these eeme 
terles sacred places to which relatives 
and friends may go with the certainty 
of finding that the graves are respect- 
ed ami honored, even beyond those in 
an) military cemetery In our own 
country. 

Commercial Occupation* Survey. 

A commercial occupation survey 
In the varlou* *lates I* to lie made 
by the federal board of vocational 
education I Miring recent years most 
of the states have passed laws 
making continuation achool attend- 
ance compulsory on tfie part of 
younger workers, nnd this has made 
It desirable, according to the vocational 
educational board, to consider what 
kinds of education such boys and girls 
should receive. It Is assumed by the 
federal hoard, of course, that instruc- 
tion In the fundamental subjects will 
be a part of any program. Still, ac- 
cording to the board's view, 
Ject* as Kngllsh. arithmetic, i 
and spelling must be 
new angle If they are to Interest wide- 
awake boys and girls who are em- 
ployed In various occupations. Such 
boy* nnd girls, it I* pointed out. are 
likely to fall to appreciate the connec- 
tion, assuming thnt there Is one, be- 
tween text book courses In such sub- 
jects and their work. 

A cursory examination of the con- 
dition* thut exist In some nf the states 
convince the honrd for vocational ed- 
ucation thnt for the most part the 
boys and girls who would he consid- 
ered In such a survey a* Is proposed 
are betw een fourteen and sixteen years 
of age, although In some states the 
upper limit has been placed nt seven- 
teen, and In still others at eighteen. 
Many Types of Commercial Training. 

According to the board'* Information 
practically all business courses below 
college grade at present are built 
around two commercial occupatlona — 
bookkeeping and stenography, 
ligations in several cities 
fewer than 10 per cent of 
boys and girls 

of age are engaged In either of 
occupations. In one atate where such 
a survey has Just been completed It 
has been found that only 1 per cent 
of 1.100 boys and girls Included are 
bookkeepers, and 4 
stenographers ; 11 pe>" 
ntlng various office machines: 10 per 
cent are filing; U per cent are operat- 
ing telephone switchboards ; 23 per 
cent doing general miscellaneous clerl-" 
MJ work, and the remainder are typ- 
ists, file clerks, messengers, stock 
workers, timekeepers, Mai clerks, etc. 

All of these positions, it is pointed 
out, Involve important and more or 
less dlttVnlt kinds of work, and each 
one of them offers possibilities for 
commercial training. From the study 
that has been made hy the vocational 
board. It Is apparent, so the board 
aaya. that there are at least 20 dis- 
tinct types of commercial training 
that should he provided if the needs 
of younger employed boys and girls 
are to be met. 

The survey that Is about to be 
undertaken will be made In selected 
cities and towns to ascertain more defi- 
nitely the exact kinds of work that 
younger boys and girls are culled on 
to perform and Ihe kinds of naming 
best calculalisl M help them succeed 
In the iierfnrinunce of *uch tasks. The 
survey will, of course, he made In co- 
operation with state directors for vo- 
cational .sin, atlon Mi will be of great- 
est Importance to thoae states that 

have passe, mpulsory coin lunation 

school laws. It la pro.a.aed thai the 
aurvey ahall reveal not only the kinds 
of positions now being filled by uoya 
and girls and the training required 
to help them to do their work better, 
but also the promotional opportuni- 
ties that lie within the reach of such 

young people. If the I id's plans do 

hot mlsrarry the survey will enable 
the educntlonul directors to develop 
the kind of truliilng that will asslat 
younger workers In the performance 
of their Immediate tusks and will pave 
the way for early and certain promo- 
tions.

The movement does not aim at any 
church union or federation, nor does 
it touch upon creeds or affect church 
doctrines. It Is simply an agency 
| for securing information which may 
bo used to the advantage of every 
church in the county in forwarding 
I its work of bringing the Oospel to 
I every man, woman and child in the 
limits of the county. The movement 
itself was called Into being by the 
church boards of the nation for this 



practically 
nation. 

The pastors and church leaders of 
the county will secure this informa- 
tion. As rapidly as possible, a 
cisinty council, consisting of repre- 
sentatives from every denomination 
in the county, will be organized. 

After the necessary data is secur- 
ed, it will be sent to the headquar- 
ters of the movement in New York, 
where it will be put Into proper 
"hape. drawing graphic maps of the 
county which will show the location 
of all churches, their spheres of in- 
fluence, the place of residence of the 
various pastors in relation to the 
field of their service, the roads, 
railroads and other means of com- 
munication by which the people can 
reach their churches, and similar In- 
formation which will tell at a glance 
( just how thoroughly the county la 
; covered by religious influence, and 
the areas thai are left without such 
influence and are in need of inten- 
sive work. 

As soon as this is done, the mane 
and statistics will be returned here 
and placed in the hands of the de- 
nominational boards, county council 
and the various churches to do with, 
as seems best to them. It will prob- 
ably reveal conditions which the 
churches never fully realized ex- 
isted. It will probably show how 
the situation can be met in a way 
that never before occured to those 
w ho have been forwarding the re- 
ligious work of the community. 
Hut whatever program is drawn up 
will be done entirely by the churches 
of this county, without dictation 
from the Interchureh World Move- 
ment or any outside influence, al- 
though the movement will still stand 
r.-a.K to render any assistance to the 
local churches. 

The survey of this county will be 
pushed to an early conclusion, and 
any who desire information 
mg the work which is being 
taken can obtain it by 
ing with Rev. Howard 
rea. Ky. 



It is important that every town' 
or city should look after its chil- 
dren. They are the greatest asset 

that we have. They are to be tho' 
town m a few years. They should 
profit by our mistakes, improve on 
our successes — in fact, they are to 
give us | better Herca. We mint 
make them useful; and to do this 
we must educate them. They are 
just i.cgmnmg when they finish tho 
grades. They should have oppor- 
tunity |o show what they can do. 
This ran be accomplished by a good, 
thorough, four-year High 8chool. It 
will bring out whatever ability each 
'.ne possesses. It will develop them. 
Make each an individual instead nf 
a mass. Train them so that they 
will accomplish things, and learn to 
think for themselves. 

We have need of this in Berea 
and surrounding country. A greater 
part of our hoys and girls do not 
go to school after they finish the 
grades The main reason is that they 
have uo place to go. They cannot 
afford to go to the Academy. Nor 
should they, for every child shouiJ 
have a High School education given 
it free by the State. Then only a 
few are fortunate enough to pay 
for their education in the college. 

In Berea school district we have 
enrolled Ml pupils between 0 and 
IK years. We have in the Oraded 
school 297. 1 might say that thirty of 
them are outside of the district, leav- 1 
ing •Jfi7 children of the district going 
to Public School Now what be- 
comes of the 167? These are going 
to the Training School, and a few 
to the Academy, but the greater 
part of those who have finished the 
Public School eightl 
going to school at all 

This should not be so. We should j 
furnish these children the opportu- j 
nity of a good High School. We 
have a radius of seven miles that 
should send to a High School in 
Berea. It is our duty to take up 
children within this radius and give 
them opportunity to do the most for 
themselves. Berea has too long de- 
fended on others to educate her 
children for her. We must see to 
it that every child has a right to 
a free education — that all within 
this seven-mile radius have a chance 
to get the best education that tbe 
State of Kenucky can give them. 

Don't you think it worth while to 
educate your children so they can 
grow up and make Berea and this 
surrounding country a better place 
to live in.

This 
doesn't amount to anything unless 
the hog raisers practice it or some- 
thing similar to irradicate hog 
cholera. A few hops are dying over, 
the country which seem fo be 
puzzling to some people. There are 
two kinds of hog cholera, the chronic 
and the acute. The chronic chol- 
era lingers for weeks, death follow- 
ing. Acute cholera kills at once.

II, haa rendered an amounting of Uhe 
many mllllona given It hy the Araerl- 
>-an people to help our fighting men 
and our alllea. Tha atateuient Is, In 
part, aa follows: 

"The war rounrll of the American 
lied Crona la now prepared lo make a 
romplets accounting lo the American 
people of money contributed and ex- 
pended, aa well as the work done by 
the American Red Cmaa during tha 
period In which the war council waa 
In control of Its affairs. Tha war 
council waa appointed May ltt, 1019, 
and went out of exiaienco February 
2S. 1010. 

"It waa the practice of the war 
council fo give complete publicity to 
MM pollrlea and flnancce, but It la only 
now that a picture of the war period 
aa a whole can be presented. It Is 
the feeling of the war council that s 

be made directly to the public which 
|,r,.vl.|e.1 the money and gave the ef 
fort which made the American Red 
Cross a success. 

"A statement of the American Red 
Cross effort and finance* since the 
war council relinquished Its control 
will be made to (he public through 
the executive committee, and It Is Im- 
portant, therefore, that the fact thai 
this report covers the period only until 
Mur.h 1, ahould be carefully noted."
